LONGS AND SHORTS. 
A Move to Break the April Wheat 
Corner. 
Interesting Table—Wheat 
Odds and Ends. 


Booming— 


Some of the Chicago Board of Trade members 
have made a move that, if successful, will 
probably not alone squelch the present corner 
in Wheat, but perhaps be the means of pre- 
venting any more corners being run in that 
market. Two new rules have been prepared, 
and will be voted upon by the body after ten 
days’ posting, or by Monday a week. The 
first rule provides that any member of the 
Board of Directors or of any committee, or any 
executive oflicer of the Board of Trade ‘‘who 
shall neglect or refuse to enforce or execute 
any rule in conformity with its true intent and 
meaning, or who shall pervert, misconstrue or 


distort any rule, thereby making such 
rule or any of its sections or pro- 
visions inoperative or oppressively un— 


just in their operations, shall be deemea 
guilty of malfeasance in office, and for any 
such offense shall be expelled from the associ- 
ation.’’ The charge of malfeasance to be 


made in writing, signed by twenty-flve mem- 
bers, posted for three days, the charges heard 
and a ballot taken of the members, a majority 
vote of which expels. This covers the second 
rule, The members of the Chicago association 
who ask for a vote onthese rules do so because 
they are of the opinion that the rules govern- 
ing the association should be lived up to, and 
not disregarded in the reckless manner they 
have been lately. It is a well-known fact that 
a corner in April wheat is being run inthe 
Chicago market by McGeoch, who makes no 
secret of the fact, but openly boasts of it. 
There is a rule expressly prohibiting cor- 
ners in that market, and this is the 
rulejthey wish to bring up and have enforced. 
The action of the Board of Directors in fixing 
the marginal value ot wheat at $1 22, the same 
price it was worth in New York, and Sa loc 
above its true shipping value, was another 
thing that spurred the members to their pres- 
ent action. Whether these rules will be car- 
ried, and then, if carried, enforced, is another 
question. 
A BOOM IN WHEAT. 

Things are booming, ain't they?’’ smiling- 
ly remarked Ed. Samuel this morning. A 
veritable boom seemed to have struck wheat, 
and there was arapid and large elevation in 
values. The advance was due more to an 
urgent demand than to any outside influences. 
New York was upacouple of cents, but Chi- 
cago, the guiding star of grain speculation, 
showed no appreciable change. Within the 
past couple of daysthere have been quite a 
large number of buying orders received here 
from other markets, particularly from Chi- 
cago. 
least, were in the nature of hedges, parties 
having wheat sold in Chicago hedging 
Dy buying here and at other points where the 
wheat market was compuratively cheaper. 
The appearance of these orders in this 
market and the urgency shown by some of 
their holdersin filling them not alone started 
prices upward, but also alarmed some shorts, 
who at once started to cover, thus swelling 
the demand and adding further tothe strength. 
Later it was stated that Chicago was selling 
heavily, and local bears came in and com- 
menced to seli freely, thus helping to weaken 
Values some.

Col. J. P. Sanford, the traveler and lecturer, 
registered at the Southern to-day.

I 
asked him if he remembered the delightful 
palms and shades of Haiden,in Arabia, and 
he suid that he stopped six days there and was 
highly gratined with the pleasant surround- 
ings. Then Mr. Taylor spoke up, with his 
deep voice: ‘Sanferd, why do you lie like

a shade within one hundred miles of Haiden?’ 
I promptly introduced the gentleman with 
whom I had been talking, but he seemed ill at 
ease and left our cab at the next station.’’

„„es, Llast saw him at Southampton,Eng., 
and I always considered him one of nature’s 
noblemen. He was the only man who suc-

Father Orfei said this morning that Orfet- 
ville, the Italian colonyin Arkansas, was on 
the high road to prosperity. Antonio Gaspari, 
the European agent, leaves New

at Gibralter and will then go to Turin,Naples, 
Palermo and the principal cities of Italy, 
opening agencies at each place.

An Old St. Louisan’s Estimate of 
Thomas H. Benton. 


The Other Side of the Lucas-Benton 
Duel—Lincoln on Benton. 


I don’t want to be catalogued as one of the 
reminiscent,’’ said Mr. Charles Gibson to a 
POST-DISPATCH representative who was talk- 
ing to him about the Lucas-Benton duel the 
other evening. ‘‘I am notold enough to be 
classed with Col. Gantt or Mr. yvohn F. Darby, 
but my recollections of the talk in St. Louis 
about the duelin which Charles Lucas was 
killed are certainly different from 
the statement made bv Col. Gantt 


in his speech atthe Benton centennial. The 
manner of Charles Lucas’ death was a subject 
of controvesy in this cityfor years after it 
occurred, and the friends ot the Lucas family 
were never thoroughly satisfied with the 
duel.’’ 

What was the charge?“ 

de: was not Mr. ac- 
tion which was commented upon 
so severely, as the fact that Mr. Lucas’ second 
hermitted him to actin the manner he did. 
Vhen Benton was on the ground he, with ex- 
treme bravado, poured water from one of his 
wrists to the other backward and forward,as I 
believe for the purpose of affecting his antag- 
onist. Mr. Benton was a brave man anda 
man of whom Missouri must feel 
proud, but he was above ali 
and before everything a consua- 
mate actor. He carried the  histrionic 
into ever, detail of life, and I have always 
believed his conduct iu that quel was just so 
much acting intended to have an effect on Mr. 
Lucas, who was as nervous as he was brave. 
While Benton was pretending to cool himself 
at the water-bucket Lucas was standing at 
his post waiting for him to gat 
through. It is nonsense to believe 
that Benton was distressed by the the heat. He 
was a Southern man, thoroughly used to the 
summer in this latitude, and such a man going 
into a mortal fight would not think about the 
weather. Mr. Lucas’ second never should 
have permitted this episode, which certainty 
at least contributed to the result of the duel.

Benton fired trom his hip. He simply turned 
nis hand toward Lucas and shot without tak- 
ing time to lift his pistol tothe line of sight. 
Every one of Lucas’ friends believed that he 
was a dying man when he returned the fire. 
The bullet of his enemy was in him when he 
pulled his own trigger. When the tragedy 
was finished and the party had pulled to this 
side ot the river, Benton told a friend of mine 
that he would give the world to be where he 
was and what he was an hour before.

A recent number of tne Post-DISPATCH 
contained the following editorial paragraph: 

Some twenty years lago Conkling, Blaine, 
Sherman, Allison, Windom, Wilson, were all 
Republican members of the House together. 
They were all poor at that time- very poor. 
They were of about the same age; had about 
the same start, and have been in public life 
constantly. Blaine is now a millionaire; Alli- 
son. Of Iowa, in the Senate, is another million- 
aire; Sherman is trebly a millionaire; Win- 
dom is a millionaire; Wilson also got to be very 
rich. Roscoe Conkling—the ablest, greatest, 
proudestof them all—is poor to-day. 

Senator ALLISON requests us to say that 
so far as he is concerned the statement is un- 
just and incorrect; that he is, personally, not 
rich; that his mother-in-law, Mrs. GRIMES, 
and his wife both have considerable property, 
and, living together, may have given him the 
reputation of wealth; but that, individually, 
in spite of appearances, his possessions are 
quite moderate. 

We make this statement as we had no de- 
sire to do an injustice to Mr. ALLISON. Of 
course we have made no investigation about 
its correctness. 

As to the ether Republican statesmen,how- 
ever—SHERMAN, BLAINE and WINDOM—we 
take pleasure in observing that no one has 
dared to deny or doubt the accuracy of our 
original averment. They were all poor—very 
poor—when they started as young members 
of the House some twenty years ago. They 
are allvery rich to-day. They would not 
have to practice law fora living, like Mr. 
CONKLING, if they retired from politics. 


THE EUROPEAN SITUATION. 

Foreign advices indicate that the alleged 
„explanation“ of Gen. SKOBELEFF’S speech is 
receiving the ridicule it so richly deserves. 
The „too-much- champagne“ theory is un- 
animously rejected. Everybody knows that 
the very first thing a Russian official is taught 
is to hold his tongue on all matters pertain- 
ing to the policy ofthe Government. When, 
therefore, probably the most brilliant and 
certainly the most popular General in the 
Russian army talks inflammatory politics in 
Paris, everybody has aright to believe that he 
knew just what hewas saying and why he 
said it. Nobody supposes that his speech was 
madein obedience to formal instructions; 


that it voiced the real sentiments of his im- 
perial master, and of a large and influential 
portion of the Russian people, there is little 
doubt. 
would now be on his way to some 
obscure and disagreeable post in Central Asia 
or Siberia, if, indeed, he escaped erer pun- 
ishment. Instead of which he has been 
granted a private audience with the Czar 
and assigned an honorable part at the recent 
christening of the Czar’s latest niece. 

The straws of rumor show which way the 
wind blows in diplomatic circles. The re- 
ported offensive and defensive alliance be- 
tween Germany and Austria; the speedy an- 


nexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina by 


of kingdom; the close watch German consuls 
and military representatives are keeping on 
Slavophile agents in the two provinces; the 
rising war feeling in Vienna, and the uneasi- 
ness noticeable everywhere—all this is sug- 
gestive of coming trouble. The little thatis 
known about ALEXANDER III. does not 
brighten the outlook. As heir-apparent he 


| was always regarded as an Old Russian;’’ 


thatis, as opposed to modern innovations 
and improvements, and specially hos- 
tile to German ideas and influence, 
which bis father encouraged. He 
favored—so it was sajd—the cutting loose 
of Russia, as far as practicable, from Ger- 
man association and connections; the per- 
petuation and intensifying of national pecu- 
liarities and prejudices; constant preparation 
for profitable crusade against weaker neigh- 
bors, and constant readiness for the attacks 
of stronger ones. Unless his character has 
been materially changed by accession to the 
throne—which is unlikely—he is liable to pick 
a quarrel in some quarter on small provoca- 
tion and at short notice. The quarrelsome 
tendency is strengthened by the belief ascrib- 
ed to him that a foreign war would heal the 
dissensions of the empire andjfurnish a safe- 
ty-valve for the dangerous force which now 
vents itself in plots and nitro-glycerine bombs. 
The war, should it come, could hardly avoid 
drifting into continental proportions. As- 
suming that Germany and Austria would 
combine against Russia, France would un- 
questionably attack the former in the hope of 
regaining Alsace and Lorraine and wiping 
out the bitter memories of Sedan. Italy 
then could scarcely remain neutral, Turkey 
would be compelled to take sides, and 
complications might arise which would drag 
England into the fray. But, after all, the 
greatest menace to the peace of Europe is the 
immense military establishments of the four 
leading powers. We do not realize what 
these are except by comparison. Rome when 
mistress of the world had but twenty legions; 
say two hundred thousand men. NAPOLEON 
mustered only five hundred thousand for the 
invasion of Russia in 1812. To-day Germany 
alone can puta million in the field, Russia 
nearly or quite as many, and France and Aus- 
tria each at least seven or eight Qundred thou- 
sand. Europe is simply a vast camp, and 
those who are not getting ready to fight are 
working to support the fighters. In spite of 
universal peace societies and prophesies of 
the approaching millennium, there are 
more trained soldiers on hand than ever be- 
fore. ‘These enormous armies not only 
devour the substance of the people 
draining alike their pockets and their 


velne, but they bring on wars

which otherwise might be _ avoided. 
When matches are played with in a powder 
magazine, an explosion usually follows. A 
trifling amount of friction does the business. 
Europe, thanks to her armies, is little better 
than a powder magazine, and a trifling 
amount of political friction produces a simi- 
lar result on agrander scale. Let us, with 
Dr. FRANKLIN, “thank God that three thou- 
sand miles of water are between the Old World 
and the New;” andthe thankfulness will not 
be diminished bythe fact that a European 
war puts a deal of money in the American 
purse. 


TOO MUCH POWER. 

We print on another page to-day an arti- 
ticle, prepared with some care, showing the 
extent to which JAY GOULD, of New York, 
has spread himself over the State of Missouri. 
A couple of years ago the State of Missouri 
was no more to this man than an island of the 
South Pacific Ocean. To-day he controls cor- 
porations within our border aggregating in 
wealth $100,000,000, and he has under bis direc- 
tion and employ no less than 40,000 men. It 
is not unappropriate, certainly, to speak 
to him now as Missouri's Boss.“ Just what 
use the monopolist of monopolies will make 
of his power remains to be seen, but it is 
safe to predict that in the end he will not 
prove a blessing to the State. We certainly 
would not wishto see even so safe a man as 
GEORGE WASHINGTON invested with all 
this power and influence, and our sentiments 
towards Mr. GOULD can well be imagined. 
The thoughtful reader will find food for 
thought in the exhibit of Mr GovuLD’s pos- 
sessions in this State.

I have noticed that during the last few days 
the police authorities have been arrest- 
ing the drivers of some of our wealthy capital- 
ists’ carriages, and in some cases stopping 
the carriages of these gentlemen, and thereby 
causing great annoyance to their wives and 
daughters while on shopping expeditions. 
The object of this arrest and inquiry on the 
part of the authorities isto collectthe tax 
which has been levied on private carriages 
and of making the Owners ot them pony up. 
Now, while | appreciate this movemeut on 
the part of the city authorities, thatis to say, 
their endeavors to collect the city tax, there is 
one point which I cannot agree with them on, 
and that is why they do not make these men 
pay for the accrued back taxes on their pri- 
vate carriages since the passage of this ordi- 
nance, which, 1 believe, was some three or four 
years ago, and not allow them to escape scot 
free by merely paying this year’s tax, and what- 
ever little annoyance that the drivers of their 
carriages and its occupants may have been 
putto. I look upon tuis tax on private car- 
riages in the same light that IJ do the tax on 
real estate. And Lassure you that it is not at all 
customary for the City Collector, when two or 
three years’ taxation has accrued ona man’s 
real estate, to allow him to escape payment by 
settling for the last year’s taxes; but it has al- 
ways been their invariable rule to sell a man 
out under the hainmmer when his taxes have 
reached acertain amount, and in all cases 
they charge a rather heavy rate of in 
terest for each year’s accrued back taxes. The 
law went into torce, and 1 do not think that 


this plan of allowing a certain class of our 
wealthy citizens to escape paying what others 


have been doing ever since the passage of the 
actis at all in accordance with the sense of | 
the ordinance or at allfair or equitable. § It 
looks too much like an attempt at class legis- |

This could 
be laid with the limestone found around this 
city and would not cost more perhaps than 
the granite blocks. It would not only be 
pleasant to drive over but a team could haul 
twice the load.

ca IT BE COLLECTED? 


An Interesting Question Worth 
$25,000 to the City. 


How Will the City Proceed to Collect 
Forieited Bonds! 


Important business for the next grand jury 
is rapidly accumulating. Among other sub- 
jectsthat may be taken up is the question of 
forfeited bonds. The city has lost over $20,000 
in the police courts alone during the last ten 
years. A list of forty-five bonds forfeited, 
amounting to nearly $10,000, in which R. OC. 
Pate was security, was published in the Post- 
UISPATCH a few days ago. Not a cent ofthis 
amount has been collected. A canvass of the 


Four Courts lawyers resulted in opinions in 
favorofa movement to collect the bonds, 
Speaking of the duties of the officers in 
— 2 to these bonds a prominent lawyer 
„ though the City Marshal did return 
nulla bona“ on the executions issued on 
judgments on the forty-five forteited bail 
bonds against gamblers on which R. C. Pate 
was security, yet alias executions can now be 
issued by the Police Justice on motion of the 
City Attorney against Pate, and his real estate 
can be levied on and sold forthe amount due 
by Pate to the city. The law 
of 1873 was in force when 
Judge Cullen gave the judgments 
against R. CG. Pate, which law not only gave 
the Police Justice power to give final judgment 
on all forfeited bail bonds, but it says: ‘He 
(the Police Justice) shall have power to en- 
force all legal orders and judgments given by 
him in the same manner as may be done by 
courts of record.’ While it may be contend- 
ed that thejudgments are not a lien on the 
real estate, yet there is no doubt that personal 
und real property belonging to Pate can now be 
levied on, sold under thease jud ents, and 
the sums now owing on those judgments, to- 
gether with interest, which amount to about 
$11,000, can be made if R. C. Pate holds any 
real estate. 

The law referred to by the attorney 
defies the duties and powers of the police 
justice as follows: 

lle shall have the power to give judgment 
on all forfeited recognizances and bonds given 
in compliance with the ordinances of the city, 
after ten Gays’ notice having been given to 
the security on such bond; he shall have 
legal orders and judg- 
ments given by him in the same manner us 
may be done by courts of record. This act 
was passsed March 24, 1573. 

The city ordinances on the subject of these 
bonds are as follows: 

It the defendant fails to appear, according to 
the condition of the bond, or having ap- 
peared, shalt leave the court-room without 
awaiting histrial, the Police Justice may tor- 
feit his recognizance and render judgment 
against the defendant and securities for the 
amount ofthe penalty or said bond men- 
tioned, to be collected by levying on the 
property ofthe principal, or security, or both; 
but the forfeiture of such recognizance may at 
any time be set aside by the Police Justice on 
the detenGant appearing or being brought in- 
to court within en days after such forfeiture 
and showing good cause for the same and pay- 
ing all such costs having accrued, if the Police 
Justice so require. If the bond be forfeiture 
the second time the Police Justice shall give 
final judgment against the parties tothe bond. 
It shall be the duty of the clerks of the police 
courts, within five days after the time has 
elapsed to set aside the judgment rendered on 
the forfeiture of the bond,to make out a trans- 
script of such judgment and file the same in 
the office of the clerk of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court, so that such judgment shak become a 
lien on the rea! estate of the principal and 
sureties on such bond, and the City Attorney 
shall, as soon as a hearing can be had before 
the said Circnit Court, move and cause an 
execution to be issued by said court and 
notify the Comptroller of the same.’’ 

The duty of acting now devolves on the City 
Attorney or the City Counsellor. If th» stat- 
ute, which is a special local law, is nou in con- 
flict with the provisions of the scheme and 
charter, the judgements stand and the money 
can still be collected.

That great fortunes have been made by a 
few shrewd men within the last five years in 
the enormous rise in securities which contin- 
ued almost uninterruptedly till the Garfield 
assassination, admits of no doubt. Take, 
first of all, Mr. Jay Gould, whois well known 
in St. Louis, which place it is here thought 
by some people that he intends to make his

in due time. Gould bought Kansas Pacific 
stock at W per share, consolidating it, share 
for share, with Union Pacific, selling even 
now at $110. His Wabash probably averaged 
‘| him $15 a share. (I remember Commodore 
Garrison, who sold Gould his Wabash at 
about $18, saying that the stock would go 
back in time where it once was, namely, to 50 
cents). Gould probably sold the bulk of his 
preferred at 80 and 90, and of his common at 
50 and 60, when everybody had the point“ 
from his friends, including some high officers 
of the road, very well known in St. Louis, to 
buy it for atise. Mr. Gould must have clear- 
ed at least $5,000,000 per annum during the 
last five years, and most people place his 
profits very much higher. The Seligmans, 


How well I remem- 
ber one day at Saratoga, less than four years 
ago, the late Joseph Seligman telling me that 
he was buying all the San Francisco common 
stock he could get hold of at 92 and ‘$2 50 per

510. Nor is their success to be deprecated. 
They have brought up a baukrupt, wretched 
road to a fine, renumerative property, with a 
great future, showing commanding business 
ability, pluck and stanch faith through all the 
severe trials they had to undergo—“ bear 
raids,“ reports of disasters, and bluest of 
“blue” times. Mr. Jesse Seligman, by the 
way, the present head -of the 
house, has that true that rarest 
charity which does not parade 
itself on subscription lists and spends every 
Sunday of his life during the eight months of 
the year he is in town among the Hebrew or- 
phans—“his children,“ as he calls them—a 
rule from which he has never once deviated 
in twenty years. Mr. Woershoffer, another 
German and a poor stock worker’s clerk not 
many years ago—he is still a very young man 
—who married a daughter of Mr. Ottendorf- 
er, of the Staats-Zeitung, placed the Denver 
and Rio Grande Railroad financially on its 
legs and received 27,000 shares of the stock as 
a bonus for placing its bonds in Europe, be- 
sides clearing a large profit on the bonds 
themselves. It is often mentioned among his 
friends that he used to keep these 27,000 shares 
in one certificate, anda friend of mine saw 
him sell 10,000 shares in one afternoon at about 
110, making nearly $300,000 cash as the result 
of that afternoon’s operations. George M. 
Pullman, of Chicago, and his able coadjutor, 
Gen. Horace Porter, once Grant’s private 
secretary, have made fortunes 
in the rise of Pullman Pal- 
ace Car stock, in quintupling their mone? 
in the elevated railroads and in other shrewd 
operations. Henry Villard, who has already 
been alluded to, bas become so rich that his 
wife, a daughter of William Lloyd Garrison, 
recently gave at the Brunswick Hotel what 
was probably the most sumptuous and ex- 
ensive ball of the season, Mrs. Astor’s and 
rs. Vanderbilt’s balis not excepted. Gen. 
Edward F. Winslow, the president of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco, and regarded by 
many of our veteran experts as one of the 
ablest railroad managers of the countrv, bas 
become a millionaire in a few years. But it 
may safely be said that, for every one who 
has made money in stocks, twenty, nay fifty, 
have lost. These men who have made for- 
tunes have been inside of the man- 
agement; they have known when to buy 
and when to sell, and whenever they 
have gone into a venture it was never on 
„margin,“ never beyond their means, They 
have bought stocks in times of the greatest 
depression and generally laid them away in 
the boxes for two, three, four or five years. 
Against these may be mentioned the thou- 
sands of lawyers, doctors, clergymen, farm- 
ers, clerks, and even women, who have 
gambled with greater or smaller margins on 
well-distributed ‘‘points’’ and have almost 
invariably lost money. Many have sunk their 
homes, their wives’ property, their last little 
board for a rainy day, in the maelstrom of 
Wall street. 
HARD ROAD TO RICHES. 

It would be laughable were it not so melan- 
choly to narrate the number- 
less cases of men who, sud- 
denly exalted from their humble spheres 
of plodding work to money-making Wall 
street operators, built golden castles in the 
air—alas! to see them 80 soon and so cruelly 
dispelled. People abandoned their legitimate

THE-TRUE RUSE OF SUCCESS. 
The factis that in Wall street, as every- 
where else, good business judgmentt—that 
sound, plain “‘horse-sense”’ which seems to 
be a greater preventive against the evils and 
afflictions of life than the most brilliant 
qualities of mind or heart—is the very best 
guide and friend. Common sense 
should teach men that to buy, even on the 
strongest information, after a great rise, 
must be dangerous; but if trustworthy news 
of afavorable character is received after a 
security has already undergone one of those 
unreasonable, tremendous declines which are 
common in Wall street, one may well venture 
with a fair hope of success—always provided 
that the securities are paid for in full and not 
tremblingly hanging in the balance of a“ mar- 
Ein.“ Never go in beyond your means, if you 
Zo in at all. Others will add, Don't goin!” 
but that advice is idle. People always will 
speculate; but when they do so they may at 
least make up their minds that in buying 
stocks the rule of success is not in the least 
different from that usually guiding the pur- 
chase of houses, horses, newspapers, or any- 
thing else. Itisthe man who buys cheaply 
who wins, not the one who sails in at high 
water. Butasstocks are more liable to violent 
fluctuations than is real estate, a business 
Another rule must be added: Always take 
a good profit.“ Nearly every man who to- 
day holds securities at a beavy loss, or has 
been compelled to sell them at a ruinous 
price, had a handsome profit on them last 
year. The brokers often say “Speculators 
never will take their profits, but they must 
take their losses.“ 
And the future? the readers of the PosT- 
DISPATCH may ask. It is heavily dissolved in 
doubt. If any of the great, new enterprises 
which are swallowing up so much money 
should fail; if the financial markets in 
Europe should again become demoralized 
and gold exports go on greatly increasing; and 
if, worst of all, the crops should be deticient, 
then “hard times“ are nearer at hand than 
any one would have thought last year. But 
there is great contidence among the moneyed 
men of New York, aside from the broker and 
professional stock gamblers, who are near] 
always chronic“ bears,“ having seen so muc 
of disastrous events in Wall street.

Daniel Curran, Seventy-three Years Old, 
Takes a Dose of Halle Acid. 


Daniel Curran is an old man who for several 
years past has conducted astore for the sale of 
second-hand article, of every description at 
No. 1417 Rroadway. He lived inthe rear of 
his store and was looked upon as a sort ot a 
hermit by the poor people who lived in the 
same tenement. Very few peopie ever en- 
tered his store, and it was seldom indeed 


that he made a sale. Matters have been going 
from bad to worse late) The old man was 
two months behind int ¢ payment of his rent, 
and frequently since the New Year he has gone 
without food for several days at a time.
